Fort Sumter. 

Fourth—The vessels of war to remove the obstruc- 
tions at the entrance of the harbor, and reach the 
city by running by the works on Sullivan’s Island. 

The first three items af the above pro- 
gramme were fully accomplished long ago, 
and the fame of the performance resounded 
throughout the world. ‘The échoes of Gen. 
Gittmons’s big gues, and the arguments of 
the “Swamp Angel,” were not our least per- 
suasive diplomatists. For theensuing weary 
months of delay, there may be good renson, 
but whether there is or not, Gen. Grtimonz 
is by no one held responsible for this delay. 
His work was done, and weil done. When it 
was suspected that the enemy was putting 
guns on the channel faces of Sumter, fire was 
reopened upon it. A slow fire from mortars, to 
prevent working inside, was long kept up. 

What advantage the delay has given the en- 
emy cannot well beestimated. It has probably 
entirely changed the conditien of the prob- 
lem. “The shores of the inner harbor and the 
wharves of the city bristle with guns that did 
not exist #the time Grutwons took Wagner, 
and military men assert that:what was feasi- 
ble for .the menitors to do then, is very 
difficult, if mot impossible now; that if 
they onee reached the inner harbor they 
could “not hope .to remain there. The 
permanent occupation of “Sumter” by our 

troops, while the enemy hold James and Sul- 
livan’s Islands, seems to be impracticable, 
neither is it at all necessary. Sumter is 

and cannot injure the monitors.. 

But the enemy, from his batteries, sees all 

the five:faces. of Sumter; we from our bat- 

teries see but two of ite faces. The enemy
